Dr Silas C. Swallow, who 
was the Prohibition candidate for Pres- 
ident of the United States in 1904, is 
seriously ill. with tvphoid pneumonia at 
Harrisburg. 

Ell wood T. Hance committed [suicide 
in Detrmt. lie was first vice president 
of the Union Trust Com^Ninr and[form- 
er postmaster of Detroit. Financial 
worry was the cause. 

Immediate oIBcial Investigationof the 
provisions for fire protection in the Chi- 
cago public schools has t>een ordered 
by the school management committee 
of the Board of FIducatinn.

its doors for businees. Since that lime 
it has made rapid progress as a State 
institution. The enrollment at present 
is 2K9 in the' Normal and 13.5 in the Mod- 
el School. This enrollment is not as 
great as that of the Western Normal, 
but it shows as much progress consid- 
ering the facilitiea with which each 
school started and the difliculties that 
have been surmounted. Our school is 
running nicely and is doing splendid 
work. It is doing all within its power 
to reduce the ex|>ense of each student 
to a minimum while ha ia in the insti- 
tution. 

The school handles all the books used 
by the students. One room in the main 
building ia use<i as a book store. This 
is op«‘ned iluring certain i>erioda of each 
day when the students may buy all 
their school supplies at about 10 or 20 
per cent, discount from the regular sell- 
ing price. This arrangement is con- 
venient to the students for three rea- 
sons. First, the books are sold at a 
discount. Second, books that are use»l 
one or more terms may be sokl to the 
store management for a little less than 
the cost price. Third, It avoids a mile 
walk to town every time one wants a 
new book or a penciL 

The Normal has a small library of 
about l.Ulii liooks. This is only a nucleus 
of what It will be laUr on. New books 
are lieing addeil to it constantly. The 
library is open for the free use of the 
Normal students. The librarian, Misa 
Harter, is a graduate of the School of 
Library Science of Illinois University, 
and is very efficient in her work. 

The E. K. 8. N. Student ia a monthly 
paper published exclusively by the stu- 
dents of the Normal School. It was 
launched in January and so far only 
two issues have been printed. Every- 
thing In the Student is written by Nor- 
mal iHipils. The subecriptlon to the pa- 
per ia 50 cents a year. W. B. Ward, 
one ol our Normal students, is editor of 
the Student.

The Future of The Party. 

DiMeDRion in the ranks of the Demo- 
cratic party lead to its defeat at the 
polLs last year. It is not in order at 
this time to undertake an analysis of 
the various elements of the dissension 
with a view«f placing the responsibil- 
ity. The latest blow to the party is the 
defeatl of the nominee for U. S. Sena- 
tor by a'republican, with a democratic 
majority of eight in the General Assem- j 
bly. This was accomplished by treach- 
ery on the Tpartt of certain members 
elected as democrats, and was brought 
about by a^conspiracy of the Courier- 
Journal, the Whisky Trust, the Beer 
Trust and the Tobacco TrusL 

The claim of the bolters that their 
action was’for the good of the party 
falls* flat in the face of the fact that a 
republican was elected by their votes. 
There can'be no excuse for that. 

One thing apparent to every demo- 
crat who has the welfare of the party 
at heart is that in the future we must 
repudiate, absolutely, the Courier-Jour- 
nal. In|the last 13 years it has helped 
elect two republicans to the U. S. Sen- 
ate'and contributed to the defeat of 
tiro democratic State tickets. It has 
done the party more harm than all the 
other influences combined. It pretends 
to be democratic only that it may serve 
its masters, the trusts, better; its con- 
tinued betrayal of the party being of 
more bencflt'to the trusts than wculd 
be its open opposition to the party. 
For our part we hope it may go, bag 
and baggage, into the republican party 
that we may be done with its damna- 
ble influence once and forever. And 
we call on the democratic press and 
democrats generally to allow it no 
place in the democratic party. It belonffs 
to the trusts and does their bidding on 
all occasions. Such a paper has no place 
in the ranks of the great common peo 
pie. Its recent declaration that it 
mjaas to support Mr. Bryan has not 
deceived a single democrat in the State 
who has watched its hypocritical course 
in the past.l It made the statement for 
the purpose of getting the confldence 
of the democracy that it might make 
its betrayal of the nominee more effect- 
ual. We trust it will have the decency 
to come out in! the open against Mr. 
Bryan when he shall have been nomi- 
nated, instead ^of adoptini/ the same 
tactics it used last year in Kentucky in 
helping to defeat tbe State ticket. We 
are tired of being “damned with faiitt 
praise." The editor of the Courier- 
Journal will take which ever course he 
thinks will be the most detrimental to 
the nominee. He has practiced treach- 
ery so long that no sense of shame will 
deter him from adopting the more rep- 
rehensible of the methods if he con- 
cludes that be can thereby most injure 
Mr. Bryan. His inordinate vanity will 
not allow him to forget how Mr. Bryan 
once held him up to public ridicule be- 
fore a great Kentucky audience. As 
long as Henry Watterson lives the 
Courier Journal will have but two pur- 
poses; one will be to do the bidding of 
the trusts at all times and under all 
circumstances, and the other wil^ be to 
furnish him a means of venting his per- 
sonal spites and gratifying his petit 
jealousies. 

Wo believe we cam carry Kentucky 
this Fail in spite of the Courier Jour- 
nal, and we are absolutely sure It can 
be done if we can force that paper to 
make its bed with tbe republicans op- 
enly, as it has recently done in the 
election of Bradley. 

In order that we may get rid of this 
incubus the democrats in every county 
of the State should see to it that in the 
selection of delegates from the county 
conventions to the State convention 
this year only tried and true democrats 
be chosen; men who will place the fu- 
ture of the party, and particularly the 
election of a president this year, above 
their personal likes and dislikes. A 
State convention made up of men of 
this character will infuse new life into 
the pi^y in the State; it will write a 
party law that will prevent the Halde- 
mans and Vreelanda, of Louisville, from 
foisting upon the General Assembly 
again such men as McNutt, Charlton 
and Mueller. 

We do not care what wing of the par- 
ty the delegates may have trained with 
when we had factions in the party; 
what we want now is a State conven- 
tion made up of real democrats; they 
will do the rest. I 



The PoU tical S ituaUon. 

With a Democratic State Convention 
only a few months in front of us it may 
be well enough for us to take our bear- 
ings. That Convention will write the 
party law for the next four years, 
name the Sute Committees for the 
same period and send delegates to the 
National Convention at Denver. All of 
these matters are of vital importance 
to the welfare of the party, and there- 
fore demand our earnest consideration. 

Whether we were Administration or 
Anti-administration Democrats in the 
years that have passed is not now the 
question, and a discussion as to who 
was right and who was wrong can do 
no good; all that is behind us. It is the 
future of the party that should con- 
j cem us now, and this is especially true 
j in view of the fact that we have a 
Presidential election this year. 

The Courier Journal and the Whisky 
Trust have brought about the election 
of a Republican to the United States 
Senate. The flght began with the us- 
; ual hypocritical claim that it was for 
j the purpose of purifying the Democrat- 
ic party. That this was but a disjoiise 
behind which the conspirators worked 
for the election of Bradley was made 
I clear when the traitors who voted for 
I him were given every opportunity to 
' support some other Democrat than Gov. 
Beckham and refused. The loyal Dem- 
ocrats asked them to name any straght, 
reputable Democrat, and assured them 
that they would vote for him, but the 
emissaries of the Courier Journal and 
the Whisky Trust were on the floor of 
the House and did not allow any trai- 
tor to get away from them. 

The C. J. attempted to] "purify the 
party” in 1896, and Bradley was elect- 
ed; it attempted it in 1896 and 1897 and 
Deboe was elected to the Senate; for 
the last four years it has helped poison 
the minds of Democracy against their 
public officials, and we have a Repuli- 
can sute Administration; this year it 
has played the same game, and Bradley 
has been elected. Its every effort to 
“reform the party” has resulted in the 
election of a Republican. lu only pur- 
pose for the last dozen years in calling 
itself a Democratic paper has been to 
get in a position where it could betray 
the party in the interest of some trust. 

And we but recite the political his- 
tory of this period in making these 
statements. Since it delivered itself 
body and soul into the hands of the 
"money changers” in 1895 it has been 
at the service of any trust that had the 
price. Its latest, and apparently its 
most congenial ally, has been the Whis- 
ky Trust. 

One thing as to the future is absolute- 
ly certain and that is that this paper 
and the corrupt influences using it as a 
mouth-piece will endeavor to control 
the party. To this end they will at- 
tempt to dominate every County Con- 
vention in the SUte, that delegates to 
their liking may be selected. Follow- 
ing their usual tactics of fraud and de- 
ception they will start out with their 
old “atop, thief” cry, and endeavor to 
make the people believe that somebody 
is about to create a “machine.” While 
it ought not to be necessary to warn the 
Democracy in advance against brace 
games of this character we feel it our 
duty to do so. 

All that concerns us is that good 
Democrats, no matter what their align- 
ment on questions within the party has 
been in the past, be sent as delegates 
to the State Convention. Let us select 
men who place the welfare of the party 
above their personal likes and dislikes, 
and who will not allow the convention 
to be controlled by the Whisky Trust 
and its subsidized organ. A convention 
made up of such men will select only 
tried and true Democrats for the State 
Committees, for delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention, and will write only 
wholesome party law. Such a conven- 
tion will mark the beginning of better 
days fur the Kentucky Democracy, and 
the influences going out from it will 
carry the State for Bryan in November. 

And Anally, as it is better to have our 
enemies in front of us than within our 
camp as spies and traitors, we call on 
every Democrat who loves the princi- 
ples of his party, hates treachery and 
despises fraud, to repudiate the Cou- 
rier Journal, the most insidious and 
dangerous enemy the Democratic par- 
ty has in Kentucky. 

The editor of the Louisville Times 
takes umbrage at an editorial of near- 
ly a month ago in this paper, in which 
we called attention to the insincerity of 
Mr. Haldeman’s claim that he has al- 
ways supported Gov. Beckham and in- 
sists that the Times has never said any- 
thing “unkind” about the ex-govemor. 
When that paper reproduced, just after 
the November election, the very mean- 
est character of editorial matter criti- 
cising Gov. Beckham, from the I.«xing- 
ton Leader and the Winchester Sun- 
Sentinel, both republican papers, and 
marked the clippings “democratic,” 
we presume this was not “unkind.” Hr. 
Haldeman knows that the Leader is a 
rank republican sheet published by Sam 
J. Roberts, Internal Revenue Collector, 
and that the Winchester Sun-Sentinel 
is even ranker, published by the repub- 
lican postmaster at Winchester, and yet 
he marked each clipping as coming 
from a “democratic” paper. This was 
not only “unkind” but a base attempt 
to deceive the public. We can not 
think of anything more unkind, unfair, 
umaniy and base than such conduct
